@ Preserve and enhance habitat to ensure a 
diversity and abundance of wildlife. 


@ Manage habitat to increase wildlife and 
fisheries populations of high social, economic, 
or scientific value. 


™@ Preserve and increase populations of 
threatened and endangered species. 


@ Manage and restore native plant communities 
to serve fish, wildlife, human, and general 
ecological needs. 


@ Educate the public about wildlife and enhance 
wildlife viewing opportunities for the public. 


RECENT Accomplishments 


Bureauwide accomplishments in 2006 included 
completion of: 


™@ 162 miles of protective fencing for improving 
riparian areas, fisheries, and upland habitat. 


64 miles of spawning bed development. 
146 miles of streambank stabilization. 


55,457 acres of mechanical treatment for 
habitat improvement. 


@ 4,397 acres of wetlands improvements.

The BLM manages more land—258 million surface 
acres—than any other Federal agency. Most of 
this public land is located in 12 Western States, 
including Alaska. The BLM also administers 

700 million acres of subsurface mineral estate 
throughout the Nation. The BLM’s multiple-use 
mission is to sustain the health and productivity 
of the public lands for the use and enjoyment 
of present and future generations. The BLM 
accomplishes this by managing such activities 
as outdoor recreation, livestock grazing, mineral 
development, and energy production and by 


conserving natural, historical, and cultural
